W ith the exception of the b e tte r 
q u arters, such a s Mulberry Green 
an d High Elms, the dri nkin g w a t e r 
was obtained from surface wells 
and the river. So far, Wolfe had 
been unable to find a surfa ce well 
th a t c attained good water. T h e y 
were p o l l u t e d with sewage t h a t 
leaked from lite cesspools and with 
tie* washings by rain of the foul 
y a rd s and courts. The river w*ater 
was drunk by scores of families. 
Most of ! he c ott age proper ty was 
in a state of dilapidation, and the 
alleys and lanes were d a m p and 
dirty. N o th in g w h a te v er ap p ea re d 
to have been done to evolve some 
ay st. I of scavenging. Many of th e 
bat h gardens an d y a r d s were m ere 
r< fuse heaps. Slops were th r o w n 
out into the lanes or on to th e 
g to u n d out>.de the back doors. 
The general m o rta lity in the town 
a p p ea re d to be very high. C o n su m p ­ 
tion scoured the damp, low-lying 
q u a r t e r s by the river. Many dis­ 
eases th a t arose out of un san ita ry 
su rro undin gs 
were 
endemic. 
The 
infant mortality was no worse th an 
in GI bt 
t w o s , nor had rh eu m ati sm 
crippled the people as m u c h as 
Wolfe w o u l d have expected. It 
seemed certain t h a t most of the 
common diseases of everyday life 
were both more prevalent and’ more 
dis astrous in th e ir effects. In the 
case of a “ filth disease ” g e ttin g a 
footlv kl in tho town, its ra v a g e s 
were likely to be catastrophic.
